Brigadier 
Breest Frank Benjamin, R.E. has been appointed 
to command Jewish Brigade Group 
He 1s the only son 
of the late Frank 
D. Benjamin, a 
well-known com- 
munal worker in 
foronto and in 
London : among 
the many offices 
held by fim being 
those of Treasurer 
ot the United 
Synagogue. finan- 
cial Rcpresenta- 
tive of the New 
West Ead Syna- 
gogue, and Trea- 
uurer of the Union 
of Hebrew and 
Religion Classes. 

Born in Toronto, 


Canada, in 1900, 
Brigadicr Benja- 
min was oducated 
m England. On 
leaving Clifton, 
where he was 
head of Polack’s 
Hiouse, he entered 


Wootwich and was 
commamsioned if 
the Royal Engin- 
cers. He served in 

Egypt and later. 
after passing Stafl College, in India and Malaya. 
in Malaya he held his first Staff appointment as 
GS.O0.3, returning home in January. 1939 

Im the early years of the war he served at home, 
holding the rank of Temporary Lieutenant-Colone! 
Then in May. 1942, he.went with the armies that 
landed in Madagascar. The Madagascar campaign 
lasted 184 days, and at one period General Platt’s 
troops advanced over 460 miles in 23 days. Such 
a rapid advance was, in part, due to the work of 
Colonel Benjamin. He was with the forces that cap- 
tured Antsirane and Diego Suarez. It was his task 
io see that the British forces kept in consiant touch 
with the retreating Vichy forces ‘through vers 
dificult country 

Destroyed railway lines were repaired: bridges 
remade: and the British advance guards remained 
on the heels of the enemy. In some cases, great 
bridges Over rivers and ravines had been repaired 
and trains were passing over them within twelve 
hours of their having been blown up. 

Brigadier Benjamin remained in. Madagascar, 
though suffering from the effects of the climate, 
until the end of the campaign, when he returned to 
ihe United Kingdom. For his work in Madagascar 
he was mentioned in dispatches in 1943. Subse- 
quently, he has held Staff appointments in 
and the Middle East. 

He married in 1928, Noél, second daughter of Col. 
and Mrs. Crole-Wyndham, of Wickhambreaux 

lace, Kent, and has a daughter and two sons. 
Brigadier and Mrs. Benjamin are members of the 
West London Synagogue of British Jews.

“ Your son displayed great courage, attempting to 
destroy an enemy armoured vehicle which was 
harassing the left flank of the battalion. When the 
RS.M.. who was with him, was wounded. he stood 
up in the open and fired an anti-tank gun at it, 
and, throwing a bomb at it, contmued to endeavour 
to destroy it. During this he was wounded, but 
inspite of all he returned to his unit and continued 
to fight. 

“ Truly a son to be proud of—you can always 
say without fear, ‘a great fighter, m battle and in 
the ring. 

Sergeant Ronald Franks, of Barking, Essex, a 
glider pilot, is reported wounded and 2 prisoner of 
war. He took part in the D-Day operations and 
also in the Holland battle, This young man of 24 
volunteered and was accepted as a glider pilot— 
and yet when he was 15 he had rheumatic fever so 
badly that the doctors despaired of his life. 

Before the flight over Arnhem, he wrote a letter 
to his sister, Mrs. Moya Berg, of Edgware, Middic- 
sex, in the course of which he said: “ This is the 
chance I have been waiting for for 4} years, so 
hope to make the most of it. Our litde D-Day 
effort was just to gain experience. 

“ There comes a time in every man’s life when he 
has to forgo personal safety and fight for what he 
beheves Weil, my time is soon, and thinkin 
now, not knowing what the morrow will bring, 
am calm, and, God willing, we shalJ land all right 
and then give a little push to the ball that is rolling

A.J.A. COUNCIL 


W.J.C. Delegation tas No 
Mandate 


A mecting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish 


Association was held at’: Woburn House on Thurs- 


day of last weck. 

President, Mr. Leonard Stein, said the 
organisation known as the World Jewish Congress 
had convened a conference in New York. it had 
heen stated in the press that a British delegation 
had been selected, This might create a misicading 
impression as to the representative character of the 
delegation. Whatever the personal merits of its 
members, they had no mandate from the recognised 
organs of the Anglo-Jewish community and no 
title to speak on its behalf, he declared. 7 

Mr. Stein referred briefly to the recent meeting 
of the Council of Unrra at Montreal. Ags the 
Courtcil was aware, a carefully prepared memoran- 
dum was submitted, 6n behalf of the Association, 
to the British member of the European Council oi 
Unrra, he said Communications were also 
addressed to the Council of Unrra through suitable 
channels by other Jewish bodies bere and in the 
United States. It was to be recorded with satis- 
faction that among the results of the Montreal 
meeting were decisions which would be of material 
benefit to Jewish and other victims of Nazi perse- 
cution. In particular, the principle had been 
accepted that relief was to be given to persons 
deported or displaced by the enemy, wherever they 
might be found, and that this was to apply to all 
persons, irrespective of nationality and a 
Staicless persons, who had suffered on account oO 
their relmion or race 


Palestinian Acts of Terror 


Mr. Stein read the following statement on the 
acts of terrorism in Palestine: 

Members of the Council will have noted with serious 
comeefn the official annowncement issued last week in

ADULT EDUCATION 
LECTURES 


New Scheme Begun 


Two of the twelve courses in the enterprising 
series of Extension Lectures which have been 
organised by the Education Committee of the 
Zionist Federation were begun on Sunday. At the 
North-West London Zion House, Prof. Selig 
Brodeisky gave the first of his lectures on “ Prob- 
lems and Tasks of the Jewish State in Palestine.” 
and at the Cricklewood Synagogue, Mr. Israel 
Cohen began his course on “ The History of 
Zionism ™ (the date of which had been altered 
trom November 12). 


Their Future As a Nation 


An appeal to Jews to think hard about their future 
aS a nation was made by Professor S. Brodetsky in 
hes first address, at Zion House, Eton Avenue, 
N.W.3. M¥. Karl Nathan presiled. 

Prot. Brodetsky ¢aid that the problem of a Jewish 
State had become great during the last two genera- 
tions. He described how in past centuries the Jews 
had existed as isolated communities, but with the 
modern conception of citizenship. [hey had to 
revise their thoughts about the way in which they 
had been living. in Western countries many Jews 
wondered how they could enjoy citizen equality and 
at the same time be members of a people which 
historically had been separate from other peoples. 
On the other hand the bitterly persecuted Jews of 
Eastern Europe thought of an actual redemption from 
the Galut. 

The question that arose then was: What should 
be the attitude to this situation ? 

The lecturer went on to show how the problem had 
developed in a practical form. In Western countries 
interest in Palestine arose as a result of concern about 
the effect upon Jews of anti-Semitic activities. “ Moses 
Montefiore, President of the Board of Deputies, in 
the days before the Caucus, talked about Palestine 
becoming a Jewish Commonwealth, although he 
probably did not mean it in. the same way as we do 
to-day.” 

The troubles that arose in the movement for a 
Jewish State during the carly part of this century, 
continued Dr. Brodetsky, were largely because the 
Jews did not see that the solution of the Jewish 
problem was a duality. They should adopt both 
principles, he declared. 

At atime when all countries were thinking hard 
about their future, it was just as important for them to 
fit into the new conception. They could not make 
Zionism a remnant of the psychology-of the past. 
‘Our Jewish nationalism,””’ he ended, *“‘must be based 
on that which will tn the future give the world security. 
We Jews need not be afraid of our nationalism or of 
our demand for civilian equality, because tt is for 
these two principles that the world is fighting at 
the present moment.” 


An Age-Old Yearning 


At Mr. Cohen's lecture on Zionist 4listory, which 
was held under. the auspices of the Barca: Zionist 
Society, the Rev. M. Spira, of the Willesden Syna- 
gogue, presided. 

The period covered in the entire survey was 
announced as “ 1860 to 1944,”’ but Mr. Cohen in his 
first lecture, which embraced the years 1860-1895, 
pointed out that Zionism actually began 1,800 years 
earlier. From the conquest of Judea by the Romans 
and all through the years there was never a time 
when the yearning to return to Zion was not 
expressed in Jewish iife and liturgy. And many did 
more than yearn—Rabbis, poets, and others made 
pilgrimages to the Holy Land to study, and when 
they died, they wished to be buried there. ;, 

When the first of the modern pioneers, the Biluim 
of 1882, went there(with a different object—to work 
and to hve) they found a Jewish population of 
20,000. It was, said the lecturer, a fallacy to 
imagine that Jews had ever entirely deserted their 
ancestral home. From the time of Judea’s fall 
till the arrival of the Bilu group. Jews had been 
domiciled there, both in towns and rural districts, 
under all the many changes of Government. and 
conqueror. 

The development of the movement by pam- 
phieteers and idealists, by practical Zionists and 
cultural Zionists, was traced by Mr. Cohen. who 
concluded with a note on the inadequacy of the 
Choveéevei Zionist phase. Its methods were too 
slow and unworthy of this great national cause. 
Other methods were needed and these were to be 
created by political Zionism—the evolution of 
which in the “ Herzlian Epoch " is the subject of 
the next lecture in this series, to be given on 
Sunday November 12,

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PROBLEMS OF THE YISHUV 
Conditions in Eretz Yisrael 


An Jewish visitor to Eretz Yisrac!] from 
the United Kingdom to-day (writes our Jcrusaiem 
Correspondent) would be struck by the fact that. 
on the one hand, every section of the Jewish popula- 
tion of this country is rawly sensitive to the supreme 
tragedy which has overtaken their brethren in 
Europe and ro may admits to the paramount 
necessity of rescuing the survivors ; witile, yet on the 
other hand, deep cleavages exist over political issues 
causing incessant acrimonious bickering and, not 
infrequently, resulting in physical violence. The 
Yishuv is united on broad strategy, but bitterly 
divided over tactics. 

The position has deep implications. It has 
apparently been impossible for people abroad to 
form a clear picture of conditions im Eretz Yisrael 
from the welter of often contradictory repdris in 
their newspapers. To a large extent, of course, 
the war-time circumstances, including censorship, 
must be held responsible for withholding much vital 
imformation and contributing thus to the confusion. 
Then again, reporters of events and trends are often 
ashamed to go deep into things for fear of giving 
ihe ampression of a sorrier mess than actually 
obtains. 

it ss time for plain speaking, however, Never 
was the influence of a united Yishuv more impera- 
uve in the effort to save the surviving Jews of 
Europe. Truc, the Yishuv has done a great deal 
and come a long way since the first dreadful reports 
came out of Naziland in the late autumn of 1942 
with the arrival of the initial contingent of woe’ 
begone Palestinian fepatriates, bringing almost 
incredible tales of torture, slaughter, and persecu- 
tion. On November 30, 1942, the Yishuv held its 
first great demonstration of protest which revealed 
to a shocked world the truth of what was going 
on bdDehind the locked doors of Europe. To the 
Yishuv, history will ascribe the activities which tore 
aside the veil of Nazi secrecy over the foulness of 
its actions agaimst the Jews. 


The Psychological Background 


To the knowledge of what the Nazis were doing 
and planning in conquered Europe and the vassal 
States must be attributed the psychological reaction 
which developed among the relatives of the victims 
m thes land. The Yishuv has a tremendous personal 
interest in European Jewry. At least two-thirds, 
and probably more, of the Jewish population here 
Originated from the countries—Germany, Austria 
Czechoslovakia, Poland, and Hungary—in which 
the process of “ Jewish liquidation’ has been 
successively introduced 
' The evolution of the psychological rtaction 
from. personal grief and agony to disgust. and 
revulsion, to a sense of helplessness at being unable 
09 do more, and to a feeling of bitter disappoint- 
ment and rancour at those, who, it was believed. 
were preventing them from doing more, was only 
human. Palestine has the dubious advantage of 
enjoying a variety of climatic changes. “It hots 
up the blood,” as Sam Weller would say: and when 
the bicod is “ hotted up,” rational processes of 
thought go by the board. People resort to an

excessive emotionalism, All this must be under- 
stood if one is to understand the mood of the 
Yishuv to-day. 

_ I will not deal with the prescriptions and proscrip- 
tions of the White Paper of 1939 and their cramping 
effect upon the Yishuv's growth nor with the con- 
flicting aspirations of Jewish and Arab nationalism. 
But the effect has been to confront a people 
emouonaily stirred to the depths by the heartless 
messacre of their loved ones with the proposition 
that they must suffer and be silent 


War-time Complications 

War-time conditions, the need for austerity in all 
branches of existence, shortage of housing, food 
problems, the high cost of living. imagined slurs 
and slights, economic imequilibrium—these and 
numerous other matters have been factors in 
producing the general state of irritation For 
cKampic, travel has been made difficult in Pales- 
tine to-day by shortage of tyres and the con- 
sequent withdrawal of many vehicles from the 
public transport system. On the other hand, a 
larger travelling public has developed, increased 
by numbers of Forces personnel who spend their 
furloughs here. Long queues constantly wait out- 
side inter-urban bus and taxi garages. The least 
deviation from the normal code of etiquette pro- 
duces an outburst of friction, cither in the form 
of a violent quarrel or a fist-figit. Multiply these 
circumstances and the grievances a thousandfold 
and you will have some idea of the public mood 
and manners. 

‘Can sw be wondered at, therefore, that the 
stimulus of such constant aggravation introduces an 
element of inflammability into public behaviour’ 
It t as though a spirit of malevolence were abroad 
People cease to be kindly in their individual con- 
tacts, One becomes apprehensive over what the 
next moment will breed 

It is this unconscious growth of malevolence 
which has given rise to politica! terrorism among 
a small section of misguided youth, whipped to 
desperate action by the perpetual sense of griev- 
ance. tt is this malevolence which has crept into 
relations between Jew and Araby Jew and Briton 
it has developed in the relations between the 
political parties; it has caused the Sefardwn to 
abstain from the pollmg for the Assefat Haniv- 
charim. and brought a sharp split in the organisa- 
uonal structure of the Yishuv. And no matter how 
much and how frequently the majority of the 
Yiushuv—that is, the Leflust element——pooh-poohs 
the whole thing and declares that the boycotters 
on the Right are, after ail, uninfluential in public 
affairs, the fact remains that some tens of thousands 
of Yishuv voters refused to exercise their tranche 
because of the effects of this unfortunate perpetual 


agerievedness. 


No Immediate Remedy 


For the life of me, I can see no immediate 
remedy. Even if, as we ail desire, a Jewish State 
or any other independent Jewish organism 1% Dreg 
in this country by eventual higher policy, it is not 
certam that the controversies and internal strife of 
this moment will not be carried over into the next 
regime, whatever its outward form may be. The 
differences have become far too pronounced to be 
erased by a stroke of the per he rift hag gone 
too far. 

The only possible antidote to the Yishuv's 
psychosis is a firm and wise leadership, less attached 
to partisan politics than .is the present central 
direction. By sagacious guidance and sound precept 
over a number of years, the bitterness which. per- 
meates public affairs to-day and sours private 
relationships will gradually disappear: and even 
the trying weather will cease to annoy. That icader- 
ship must be found, though i is difficult to say ul 
its elements are now in Palestine. The present-day 
leadership quarrels among itself as often and as 
vigorously as do. the rahk and file of the people 
And that goes for the Arab and British communi- 
ties, too. 

In times of stress, people always turn to the 
Scriptures for inspiration. That ought to be the 
practice in the Land of the Book: and, for the 
Yishuv, it seems to me, the guiding precept should 
be the second verse of Psalm 61: “ Lead me to 
the rock that is higher than [.” If that rock can 
be found, that bastion of strength in leadership 
which the people must erect from its own midst, 
then much may get accomplished which to-day 
appears only in vague outline. And the Yishuv 
will grow the stronger for it and become the happier 
in its hard-won harmony. |

Let no one be an 
arbitrary or self-appointed judge of Jewry because 
the solution of this problem is the task of the public 
authorues.

Violent Threats 


‘lf a Jew should. however. attempt to commu 
an outrage agamst the Hungarian nation, against 
the Army of our ally, or against her civinan popula 
tion. or any other crime, | shall adopt agaist the 
lews here cuoch measures Of Necessity as wll give 
satisfaction to our nation or our alles.” 

Svalasy. in the course of a statement on the policy 
of his Government: declared that the Jews were to 
remain in Hungary and would be emploved m labour 
service “The attitude to be taken towards Jews,” 
he said, “will depend on their personal behaviour 
and on enemy attacks.” 

This latter statement is interpreted as a threat to 
take reprisals against the Jews in the event of Alhed 
air raids, and to concentrate them in areas exposed 
to alr attack 

After the war, Szalasy added, Jews would be cx 
pelied from Hungary to a place fixed by international 
agreement. 

Commenting on the new. Hungarian Government, 
the Stockholm newspapel APTONBLADET writes: 

“In the eleventh hour of the war the luxuriant 
flora of quislings has been added to by a new and 
curious plant, in the person of Szalasy.” The paper 
gives an unflattering account of Szalasy’s dubious 
past, and says that prophecy is risky, but it may be 
predicted that Szalasy $ regime is only an episode, 
not an epoch, nm Hungarian history.

Jews Slave In Copper Mines 


Three Hungarian Jews who arrived in Soha last 
weck alter escaping from Serbia, report that among 
the 60.000 prisoners employed on slave labour im 
the Bor copper mines, between Nis and Belgrade, 
are 6.500 Hungarian Jews. Of these, States the 
Soha radio, 4.000 were deported from Hungary m 
May. $943, and 2.500 on June 17, 1944. On these 
dates the majority of Hungarian Jews were deported 
to Poland. 

The supervisors of the Bor labour camp were 
300 Hungarian and German soldiers who treated 
the Jews with the most frightful brutality, forcing 
them to do the hardest tasks from dawn wll dusk 
without adequate food, clothing, or medical treat- 
ment. Their garments were marked on the front 
and back with a large yellow Shield of David. On 
the Bor-Belerade road there were many such labour 
camps 

On September i5, as the fighting approached this 
area, the Germans took 4,000 Jews towards Bel- 
grade. Their fate ss unknown. Of the remainder, 
many of the younger men escaped to the mountains 
and joined Tito. On October 2, Tito captured the 
Bor district and released the Jews, some of whom 
joined him, while others fled north and east hoping 
to cross the Danube and return to their homes 
m Hungary via Rumama. 

Of these, 100 reached Vidin on the Danube. 
This group includes young men ready to enlist in 
any Army fighting Nazism. Others are anxious to 
proceed tO Palestine if given the opportunity.

Emergency Conference in London 


As an outcome of the Emergency Conference of the 
Federation of Polish Jews in Great Britain at the 
Bonnington Hotel, W.C.1, on Sunday, a special 
Committee has been formed by the Federation to 
take charge of Polish-Jewish Relief and Rehahbilita- 
tion. The Conference was presided over by the 
Chairman of the Federation, Mr. B. Margulies 

Dealing with the plight of the Polish Jews in 
Belgiam, Mr. Margulies said that 10,000 of them 
were starving, besides 2,100 Polish-Jewish children 
who had been rescued by the Association for Aiding 
Jewish Victims of the War in Belgium 

The conference was attended by two visitors from 
Belgium who had just arrived in this country— 
Professor Emile Allard {of Brussels and Liege 
The Profes- 
sor, a non-Jew, is the President of the Association, 
and Mr. Ferdman, a Polish Jew, is the Treasurer. 

The afternoon session was devoted to a discussion 
of problems of rclief and rehabilitation, after which 
a Memorial Service, at which a. number of represen- 
tatives of the Polish Government and the ‘Polish 
Military authorities were present, was held for those 
who had fallen in Warsaw and for the Polish Jewish 
soldiers who had been killed in battle. 

The service was taken by the Rev. Simcha 
Kusevitsky, of the Great Synagogue, assisted by the 
choir of the Synagogue under Mr. L: Shoot. 


Heroic Beigians 
"\: a public meeting which followed, Protessor 
Allard, speaking in French, said he wanted to thank 
in the name of Jewry those heroic Belgians who at the 
risk of their own lives, had helped the Jewish victims 
of. the Nazi barbarians with food, moncy and in 
other ways. | 

Mr. Ferdman spoke in Yiddish. He described the 
terrible scenes which occurred during the deportations 
of Jews from Belgium. 

In connection with the establishment of his Com- 
mittee, he said that they first of all began to rescue 
the children and send them into hiding with private 

le, and to institutions, while priests had even 
Ridden them in cloisters. The Belgian Government, 
he said, in some cases issued false cards showing that 
they were Christian children, and so they passed as 
non-Jews. 

The Association, he went on, had rescued 2,104 
children and 10,000 adults, whom they had con- 
cealed in cellars and other places and supported. 
Some of these Jews had not deft their hiding places 
for over two years and he paid tribute to the “pom 
non-Jews who had risked their lives by bringing t 
food and other necessities. He also paid tribute to 
the Government for its generous financial help. 

Dr. Schwarzbart said they had asked the Polish 
Government to give financial help to the Polish 
Jews in Belgium, and he was able to announce that 
the answer of the Polish Government was 4 positive 
one, although he was not able to give figures. He 
hoped the delegaics from Belgium would shortly 
receive the first instalment.

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A GREAT JEWISH 
SECONDARY SCHOOL? 


THE new Education Act which aims at the reorganisation 
of the nation’s education from top to bottom, has been 
acclaimed as a milestone in the cultural progress of the 
country. That it can also exert a momentous influence 
upon the religious and cultural life of Anglo-Jewry is now, 
it is gratifying to observe, becoming gradually recognised, 
thanks to the sustained campaigning of enthusiasts like 
Dr. Nathan Morris. Of that, the conference of Jewish 
Ministers called by the J.E.C. and reported in our news 
columns this week, is encouraging evidence. 

The purpose of the gathering was to exchange informa- 
tion and views on the place of the Jewish Day School in 
the communal plans for educational reconstruction. In 
effect the discussion centred round the advisability of estab- 
lishing a great Jewish Secondary School in London, Dr. 
Morris having, mainly on financial grounds, ruled out as 
impracticable any idea of.catering for the Jewish pupils 
requiring such education by an increase of the existing 
Jewish private day schools. The L.C.C., he pointed out, 
had devised under the new Act a plan for general educa- 
tion, of which the main point was that instead of a muiti- 
tude of small secondary schools in the Nictropolis, each 
of them confined to one or other of the three chief forms 
of secondary education—grammar school, technical, and 
modern—some 90 large schools would be built, each 
accommodating between 2,000 and 2,500 scholars and 
providing all three forms of secondary education under 
the same roof. As regards the Jewish Community, the 
L.C.C. had suggested that*it might come into this scheme 
by creating one large Central Jewish High School for

[he proposal gave rise to valuable discussion at the meet- 
ing referred to and at its adjourned session this Wednesday. 
Opinions were divided, but none of the speakers denied 
that it did, in fact, break new ground, and lend an 
exhilarating and desperately necded interest to the too 
often parochial, lifeless, and dreary ‘controversy that has 
from time to time flickered up on the whole subject of 
Jewish education. Dr. Morris did not pretend that there 
were no difficulties in carrying out the proposals, but, as -he 
wisely argued, these fall into insignificance when compared 
with the dazzling opportunities implicit in the proposal. He 
enumerated them, and they were supplemented by other 
speakers. Very interesting was his demonstration that the 
creation of such a school would cost the Community very 
little if anything and would prove a considerable saving 
in the long run even judging it by its purely material 
balance-sheet. Doubts were voiced, but it must be confessed 
that they appeared as somewhat vague and speculative. 
lt was contended, for instance, by the Rev. Ephraim 
Levine, that the present Jewish voluntary school had not 
enhanced the religious outlook, fervour, Jewish knowledge 
arid atmosphere to a very large extent. While it would 
be impossible to measure that extent, the contrary view 
might just as reasonably be held in the light of individual 
experience. If Mr. Levine has not noticed any great 
Jewishness among the laity during the time these schools 
have functioned, might one not ask whether their work 
has not, in proportion to their limited number, arrested 
the decline of Jewishness? Who can ‘say, with certainty, 
that they did not? Even if, as the speaker argued, the 
individuals who had taken their places in the front rank 
of communal affairs had emanated in only a very few cases 
from the schools in question, it must be remembered that 
these institutions catered only for a small proportion of 
the Community and then mostly the poorest, at any rate in 
later years. Very different would be the case of the proposed 
secondary school. Conducted on the very highest educa- 


tional standards, both Jewish and non-Jewish, and bring- 


ing its shining influence to bear upon its pupils at an age 
when the training would have a major influence on their 
thought and character, ‘it would be inevitably the most 
hopeful quarter from which to expect the communal 
leaders of the future. Nor can one see why this Com- 
munity, which has to its credit not a few distinguished 
educationists, which is part of a people that of all 
peoples on earth has the most brilliant educational record, 
a people which in the infancy of its national rehabilitation 
established a great university with outstanding success, 
and which used to provide a comparatively high propor- 
tion of scholars and professors in the leading European seats 
of learning when they were worthy of the name—why 
such a community,should not be able to compete, in secular 
education, with others responsible for great secondary 
schools. 

The positive advantages of a great Jewish secondary 
school are plain. It would, as Dr. Morris said, kindle in 
the heart of Jewish youth a new respect for Jewish educa- 
tional values which would extend to the Community as a 
whole. It would raise the status of Jewry in this country 
and win them increased esteem m the eyes of the non- 
Jewish masses. It would gain them added respect from 
the responsible leaders in the land who. whether they be 
heads of government departments, Mayors of municipalities, 
leaders of county councils, or-high officers in the Army, have 


g@lways shown “themselves “ready and even eager to 


assist Jewish educational effort and religious observances, 
because they like a man to be a man, and im their 
eyes that means to be loyal to his religion. A Jewish 
secondary school would create that most direly needed 
desideratum, the nucicus of a cultured Jewish laity, as 
Dr. J. Rabbinowitz pointed out—by which the ranks of 
our administrators could be cured of their present 
mediocrity. Above all, it could give us what Jews’ College 
has failed to supply, a “focal point of the religious 
cultural life of British Jewry.” 

For all these reasons the proposal demands earnest and 
sympathetic study, readiness to explore objectively and thus 
to overcome the difficulties that may surround it and to 
elucidate its possibilities in a frank and constructive spirit. 
The opportunity is presented of a refreshing new departure 
in the handling of British Jewry’s greatest need. It is an 
opportunity which is also a searching test of the soundness 
of the Anglo-Jewish heart, and of the Community's very will 
to survive. For, let there be no mistake about it, on the 
Jewish instruction of the generation of to-day and to- 
morrow depends whether or no there is to be a Jewish 
future in these islands. As has been pointed out in these 
columns repeatedly, the question of Jewish education is 
literally a question of “to be or not to be?” 


A CRY FOR LEADERSHIP 

We isrite Our readers’ very serious attention to a dispatch 
from our Jerusalem Correspondent, which will be found on 
page 7, and which was delayed in transmission, having left 
Jerusalem on the eleventh of this month. It presents an 
analysis of Palestinian conditions to-day and singularly con- 
firms what was written in these columns in our last issue. 
it is an unhappy, not to say disconcerting, picture of a Yishuv 
labouring under serious grievances and riven into numerous 
factions, a community not knowing where it stands or whither 
it is to go or be driven. And it emphasises. inferentsally 
the shortsightedness of an official policy, as well as its 
unimaginativeness, which seems to think that if only this 
Jewish community of half a- millon souls would stt about 
trailing a comparative handful of .wrongdoers im their midst 
peace and happiness would descend on the land again. We 
commend our Correspondent’s message not only to Jews here 
and everywhere but to the exalted official quarters in London 
and Jerusalem with whom the future of Palestine so largely 
rests. And.we would specially draw readers’ attention to the 
statement in the article that the mood of sullen quarrelsomeness 
is common to Jews, Arabs, and British alike in Palestine 
to-day. Our Correspondent, in his concluding remarks. 
calls for Jewish leadership in the Yishuv adequate to the sad 
position: and in that he touches on a dire need indeed. A 
leader with the force of personality to inspire confidence in 
the majority of Palestine Jewry, to command that majority's 
trust, and to persuade them to follow his policy with devotion 
and loyalty~-such a leader is rarely to be found in a “ good 
party man,” as British politics have time and again proved. 
Obviously the man who is “ perfect’ in the eyes of any party, 
however large, is likely to have created that impression by 
reason of party rather than personal “ perfection” and is 
most probably a man of narrow outlook and limited imagina- 
tion and courage. [he Yishuvy cries out for a great personality 
to throw all the petty squabbles and feuds and lesser loyalties 
into the true perspective of their miserable uninmyportance. 
These circumstances are a challenge to Dr. Weizmann. who is 
shortly to visit the country—a challenge to his undoubted 
gifts, as well as an historic opportunity to prove for posterity 
what so many of our presen! generation so ardently hope they 
will come to decide, that in him the hour has found the man. 


THE PRESIDENT ON PALESTINE 


Ir, as.is often said and quite as often forgotten, a grasp of 
realities 1s One of the first prerequisites of clear political 
thinking, then the message on Palestine addressed by President 
Roosevelt through Senator Wagner to the recent convention 
of the Zionist Organisation of America should go down as 
one of the decisive pronouncements of history. In this 
message Mr. Roosevelt expressed his satisfaction that in accord 
with traditional American policy, and in keeping with the spirit 
of the’ four freedoms, the Democratic Party had included as 
a plank im its platform the opening of Palestine to unre- 
stricted Jewish immigration, and a policy that would result 
in the establishment there of a free and democratic Jewish 
Commonwealth. Such a declaration, emanating from so 
exalted a quarter, is Obviously of an importance which can 
hardly be exaggerated, let alone ignored, in any practical con- 
sideration of Palestine’s future or, for that matter. in anv 
serious discussion of Anglo-American relations. If we are 
realists we shall accord it the full weight it unquestionably 
calls for. We stress this necessity because attempts are being 
made ta minimise the importance of this statement of the 
President of the United States. Thus, the Democratic Party 
pronouncement and that of the Republican Party in similar 
terms are dismissed as mere electioneering to catch the 
American Jewish vote in the coming Presidential contest. If 
that had, indeed, been the case, the attitude of the respective con- 
ventions would by themselves have been all-sufficient. There 
would have been no call for this additional statement from 
the head of the Administration (sometimes in America called 
the “third party"), speaking, moreover, in his capacity as 
President, No; we are in the presence of something much 
more -impressive than a plank in a Party platform when Mr. 
Roosevelt goes on to promise that efforts will be made to find 
appropriate ways and means of “ giving effect to the Demo- 
cratic policy as soon as practicable.” This is more, far more. 
than any mere vote-catching device; it is a solemn pledge 
given “in accord with traditional American policy,” and there- 
fore carrying with it, we may assume, the approval of the 
people of the United States. lis importance is inescapable, 
and to attempt to minimise it can only call into question in 
the most serious way the good faith of leaders of political 
opinionmin America, on which the foture of the world depends. '

able intrusion into American affairs would have beep 
resented! ” he exclaims. Quite apart from any legal justifica. 
tions which might authorise the American interest in Palestine 
but to which it is not necessary to attach excessive significance 
there is, of course, no real parallel between the Palestine 
question and the Philippines. The latter have been, and soon 
will be again, an independent and sovereign State; whereas 
Palestine, as the only feasible solution to the Jewish problem 
and, as the land internationally designated for. the Jewish 
National Home, is a world issue in which all nations are 
keenly and profoundly interested, and in which the three crea: 
nations who will have. practical responsibilitity for laying the 
foundations of the better world after the war have very real 
responsibilities, quite apart from any mandatory function of 
one of them. It matters immensely to them whether that 
country js to be the means to a settlement of the aching Jewish 
problem or whether this trouble is again to be the instrument 
of another Hitler and the artificially created means to start 
another world war. It matters, too, very much that the fate of 
Palestine should, to use Mr. Roosevelt's words, be “ in keeping 
with the spirit of the four freedoms”; and these words have 
a double significance seeing that it is on the ground of the 
four freedoms that the Arabs have chosen to base their 
hastility to the Zionist cause. The.truth is that it is the anti- 
Zionists and not the Zionists who betray a lack of © under- 
standing of the-facts.” They have allowed world trends to 
pass them by-—the trends away from narrow national! self- 
sufficiency and towards mutual responsibility and co-operation 
as the sole hope of future progress and peace. 


TRANSATLANTIC LIAISON 


THe Board of Deputies, through its Secretary, Mr. A. G. 
Brotman, is about to consult with the American Jewish Com- 
mittee with a view to a co-ordinated policy of British and 


American Jewish organisations on post-war Jewish problems, | 


and the American Committee's Secretary is expected in London 
shortly for the same purpose. There can be no question but that 
some such get-together will have salutary results, for the less 
discordant the voices with which the Jews of the two demo- 
cracies speak, the better for Jewish prospects and the more 
agreeable to any authorities that are to be approached. No 
man of common sense and experience in practical public 
affairs would imagine that complete unanimity of view must 
be achieved—after all, such a blessed state is in fact ver) 
seldom secured among other communities and peoples, and 
exists only in the discreet phraseology of diplomatically worded 
communiqués. But by sincere interchange of opinions, a little 
give and take, and a will to succeed, the largest possible 
measure of accord on certain chosen subjects of common 
interest and for a practical period can be registered, consti- 
luting, pro tanto; common ground for action. Much mrs- 
understanding miay be dissipated, too, and even new ideas 
evolved, through the interplay of experience upon experience 
and mind on mind, and in these respects the Deputies could 
not have a more efficient emissary than their own very able 
Secretary. It may be pointed out also that this method of 
attaining more or less conformable approach by independent 
Jewish bodies is vastly different from any attempt to achieve 
that obviously impossible feat of creating a single organisation 
which can claim with authority and in its own right to speak 
for the Jews of the world. It is the difference between practical 
realism and plausible poppycock.

GLASGOW CALLS FOR NEW 
LIBEL LAW 


‘Stop the Ramsays and Ratcliffes’ 


The Glasgow Jewish Representative Council 
docided, at a meeting last week, to send a ictter to 
the Board of Deputies stating that « was the feeling 


. of the Council that the Jews of this country should 


eapress themselves strongly in favour of the law of 
libel, as applied to individuals, being extended to 
Communal libel. 

This decision followed a discussion on the report 
of the findings of the Deputies’ Sub-Conpmitice on 
Communal Libel. and on the resolution passed at 
the recent Glasgow meeting of protest against the 
release of Captain Maule Ramsay 

Mr, Joseph Sachs. J.P., President of the Council, 
who presided, said that they, as Jews, should not be 
concerned with the question of whether uM was 
practicable og feasible: their only concern was 
whether # was fight or wrong for a community to 
be libetied. He felt that they had right on their side, 
and they shotid take a stand on mora] grounds. The 
yuestion of practical steps came second. 

Mr. N. Granet declared that tiicy must have legis- 
lation here as protection against the activities of the 
Ramways and the Raiclifies. Captain A. E. Barneit 
said that kt was impossible to divorce racial dis- 
crimination from communal libel. Mr. I. Kallin 
regretied that. Jews had taken everything lying down. 
He thought that Scottish Jewry should take the lead 
the matter 

Kopul Rosen, Communal Rabbi, expressed 
the view that while they should try legislation, it was 
his belvef that # would not be anv more effective here 
than tt had been im Germany, where Sircicher and 
other Nazis had been wmprisoned for breaking the 
law, and as a result had become martyrs. Anti- 
Semitism, in his opinion, reached its beight when 
certain economic factors were present. If such 
factors operated in this country after the war, then

OBITUARY 


MR. MORRIS MYER 


Yiddish Journalist and Communal 
Worker 


Mr. Morris Myer, editor of’ the Yiddish daily 
paper, the Zerr Jewisn Times). died in London last 
Friday at the age of 69. 

In addition to his activities as a journalist, Mr. 
Myer was a prominent worker in communal and 
Zionist causes. He was a member of the Board of 
Deputies and of its Executive and Foreign Affairs 
Committees, of the Executive Commitice of the 
Zionist Federation, Vice-Chairman of the Federa- 
ion of Jewish Relief Organisations and of the 
British Section of the World Jewish Congress, and 
Chairman.of the Association of Jewish Writers and 
Journalists. 

Morris Myer was born in Darmanesti. near Bacau, 
Rumania, and in his youth worked in Bucharest as 
a blacksmuth. He served as ‘Hon. Secretary of the 
Blacksmiths’ Union and at the same time contributed 
to various Socialist periodicals... His Yiddish 
literary activities were begun in 1899, and in 190] 
he edited the Zionist weekly, “ Dagel Mahanch 
Yehuda.” He came to England in 1902, took an 
active part wm the Jewish and general Labour move- 
ment in Manchester and London, and contributed to 
Yuddish ‘periodicals in this country and America 
Mr. Myer founded the Jewisu Times in 1913 and 
remained its edyvor until his death. 

He was.the cultural guide of the Yiddish-speaking 
public in England, writing and lecturing on a wide 
range ot subjects. He published a number of books, 
including Jewish Utopia,”” “ George Eliot,” 
studies of the Baal Shem Tob, and of Moses, trans- 
lations into Yiddish of world classics, and a work on 
the Yiddish Theatre. 

he deceased leaves a widow, four sons, one of 
whom is a Squadron Leader in the R.A.F. and 
another a Captain m the Army, serving in. the 
Fast. and a daughter, who isa Senior 
Commander in the A.T.S 

A gathering of over 500 people attended the 
funeral at Edmonton on Sunday, When tributes were 
paid on behalf of many organisations: by Rabbi A 
Twersky (Federation of Rehef Organisations), and 
Messrs. A. G. Brotman (Board of Deputies), I 
Bakstansky (Jewish Agency and Zionist Federation) 
A. M. Kaizer (Association of Jewish Writers and 
Journalists), Dreen (Poale Zion), Bagnari (Workers’ 
Circle), Holland (Jewish Fund for Soviet Russia), 
and Ben. A. Sochachewsky (Jewtsu Times staff). 

The messages and condolences have included 
tributes from the Chief Rabbi, Prof. S. Brodetsky, 
and many communal and Zionist bodies. 

A memorial meeting for Mr.. Myer is to be held 
on Tuesday at 11.45 a.m, in the Conference Room 
of the Zionist Organisation, 77, Gt. Russell St. 


MRS. M. D. EDER 


Mrs. M. D. Eder, one of the leading figures in 
the Women’s Zionist Movement, died on Saturday 
night in Londen. Mrs. Eder was a member of the 
Executive of the Women’s International Zionist 
Organisation and Hon. Vice-President of the 
Federation of Womén Zionists in this country. She 
was formerly Miss Low.and was a sister of the well- 
known publicists, the late Sir Sidney Low and Sw, 
Maurice Low. and an aunt of Mrs. Liivinoff. 

Edith Eder was, early in her career, a teacher 
first at the Collegiate School, North Lomdon, and 
later at a girls’ high school in Manchester, It was 
in Manchester that she started her long association 
with the Labour Movement, in which she achieved 
a wide reputation as organiser and speaker. On 
moving to London she joined, and became a leading 
member of, the Fabian Society, and also began to 
contribute articles to women’s journals on social, 
educational, and literary subjects. 

After her marriage to the late Dr. M. D. Eder, 
Mrs. Eder became interested in two spheres in 
which her husband was a prominent figure-— 
psycho-analysis and Zionism. She studied psycho- 
logy in Switzerland and during the last war carried 
on some of her husband's work while he was serving 
in Malta as medica! officer. 

After the war Mrs. Eder went to Palestine with 
Dr. Eder. who was Chairman of the Zionist Com- 
mission, and there she investigated the position 
of the women pioneers. Together with Mrs. Weiz- 
mann and Mrs. Sieff. who arrived a little later, she 


‘conceived the plan for a world-wide organisation 


of women Zionists and the Wizo programme was 
drawn up. 


THE LATE SIR SAMUEL JOSEPH 


A tribute to the late Sir Samuel Joseph, Lord 
Mayor of London for 1942-43, was paid by the 
Vicar of St. Botolph’s, Aldgate (the Rev. J. P. R. 
Rees-Jones), when he gave the address at a memorial 
service last Friday morning. af 

“ A good man has passed over,” he said, “ and 
the world can 1! afford the loss of a good man. 
Good in himself he gave forth the blessings of good- 
ness, and we can say of him that in a most worthy 
way he served his own generation well.” As they 


thought of him their sorrow was tinged with pride, - 


a noble life having given noble service. 
Besides the widow and members of the late Sir 
Samuel's family, the Lord Mayor, Sheriffs, and 
Aldermen, High Officers, and representatives of the 
Ward of Portsoken (of which the deceased was 
an Alderman), and other members of the Court 
of Common Council attended (in State). The large 
congregation also included the Czechoslovak 
Ambassador, the Mayors of Westminster and 
Marylebone, and Lord Nathan of Churt. 

A memorial service for Sir Samuel Joseph was 
held last week at the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, St. 
John’s Wood Road. Rabbi Dr. I. TI. Mattuck 
officiated and gave the address. 

At a meeting of the Court of Aldermen last week 
at the Guildhall, presided over by the Lord Mayor, 
Sir Louis Newton moved a resolution of condo- 
lence with the widow and son of the late Sir 
Samuel Joseph. The resolution referred to Sir 
Samuel’é great services to the city and stated that 
he had discharged his onerous duties as Lord Mayor, 
in a difficult period of the war, with drstmetion.

whole of London. It would be able to command 
the best skill, enthusiasm, and experience available 
in the Jewish teaching profession It would be abic 
to aim at the highest attainable icvel in secular 
as well as Jewish education, It would kindle in the 
heart of Jewish youth a new respect for Jewish 
educational valucs, a respect which would extend 
to the community as a whole. Above all, a great 
school like that, planned on an imaginative and 
gencrous scale, might become the focal pom of 
the relmious and cultural life of British Jewry. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Rabbinowitz said one of the 
reasons why this scheme appealed to him so greatly 
was because tt would afford, at a very formative 
period in the intellectual life of the young Jew 
and Jewess, an opportunity for a strong Jewish 
environment, and would create a nucleus of a 
cultured Jewish laity, 

The Rev. Ephraim Levine said be did not fee! 
convinced as to the advisability of establishing this 
reat Jewish secondary school in the Metropolis 

ere were two pomts of view which ought to be 
taken into account. First there was. the history of 
the Jewish schools that had cxisted for a consider- 
abic time. He did not think anyone present would 
seriously say that the religious outlook, fervour, 
Jewish knowledge, and atmosphere had to a very 
large extent been enhanced or even created by the 
existence of these schools in their community over 
a period of, say, one hundred years. “One had not 
noticed any great Jewishness amongst the laity 
during the years in which these schools performed 
their work im the Metropolis and he made bold to 
say that those men and women who had taken thei: 
place im the front rank of the affairs of thei 
community had in a very few cases emanated from 
them.

Then they had to remember that for Jews living 
im this country ome of the essentials was a 
thorough secular education too, and he wondercd 
very much whether a Jewish secondary school such 
as was suggested would be able to compete with 
other great secondary schools in this domam. They 
all knew that the essential Jewish atmosphere fo 
the Jewish child was developed in the Jewrh home. 
and Hf parents to-day could delegate their responsi- 
bilities to a school, a thing which they could not 
aiways do m the past, they might find that even 
the Jewish home would begin to lose more and more 
of ts potential Jewishness 

The Rev, t. Livingstone said that he agreed with 
every word that Mr, Levine had said 

The Rev. 5S. Levy said he was m thorough and 
complete agreement with the proposal for the 
creation of a large Jewish secondary schoo! in 
London. The realities of the situation when he 
was @ boy were profoundly differcnt from now. 
when the mew Act came into force. They had, by 
the law of the land, an opportunity of erecting 
such a Jewish secondary school in London as had 
been outlined, and it was in bié considered opimion 
a chalicnge to the Jewish community whether they 
were really in earnest in the preservation of ther 
religious customs and institutions 

Rabbi Harris Swift said he knew three ecntiemen 
who would guarantee £10,000 towards the setting 
up of a Jewish public schoo! He inouent it would 
be a greai pily an opportunily Wke this were lost 
Were they going to have a generation of Jews afix 
the war, or were they gomg to bring up a generation 
of non-Jews” 

Rabbi Dr. A. Neuleld said he fully agreed with 
Dr. Rabbinowiz that such a school could produce 
a better Jewish community. 

The Rev. I. L. Swett satd it was perfectly clear 
to anyone that there was practically no secondary 
Jewish reliaious education in the community at the 
present tume. He disagrecd strongly with the view 
expressed by Mr. Levine that the Jewish home 
would find in the Jewish secondary schoo! a means 
of delegatiig iis responsibility and ef reducing still 
further what was left of the Jewish atmosphere 
He believed that if they had a Jewish secondary 
school in which they were able to provide a highe: 
level of education, the Jewish level of the home 
would be correspondingly increased and nol 
diminished 

lt was agreed to continue the discussion at a 
metting to be held on the following Wednesday.

25th Anniversary Celebrated 
COUNCIL MEETING AT LEEDS 


To celebrate the completion of 25 years of Yaung 
Mizrachi and Torah Va'Avodah activity in this 
country, the Torah Va'Avodah Organisation heid 
a commemoration and a special imaugural mecting 
of its national Council in Leeds recently. Delegates, 
fraternal delegates, and visitors attended from 
London and all parts of the country. 

Mr. Myer Silverstone, Chairman of the organisa- 
tion, said that in their religious and Zionist work, 
and in their growth from “ Young Mizrachi " to 
“ Torah Va'Avodah,” they had always been in the 
vanguard of Jewish youth. When, nearly sm years 
ago, they had changed their name [to Torah 
Va’ Avodah, they had undertaken an obligation to 
provide the religious workers and Chalutzim who 
would. in their own lives and in their collective 
activity. help to build Eretz Yistacl as the Jewish 
State based on the ideals of Torah and Avodah. 

Messages and greetings were read from the Chief 
Rabbi. from the Chief Rabbi of Palestine, Dr. 
Herzog, from Rabbi I. J. Unterman (Presidem of 
the Mizrachi Federation), Dr. Weizmann, Prof. 
Brodetsky. Mr. A. Bornstein, Hapoel Hamuzrachi 
of Eretz Yisrael, and Canadian Torah Va’ Avodah. 

The Rev. J. Vainstein was ciected Chairman. 

Mr. Silverstone, speaking on “* Our Tasks To-day 
and To-morrow,” said that they had to cease to 
be a “ spare-time movement and become [ull- 
time " workers devoted in every phase of their lives 
and activities, and in a Chalutzic spirit, to the 
rescue and liberation of their people. The future 
of Eretz Yisrac! would ultimately depend on out 
own determination to build the Jewish State. Jewish 
Agency representatives had recently urged the 
necessity for: far larger Aliyah—especilly of 
Chaiutzim—from this country, and now became a 
primary task of the Torah Va'Avodah movement 
to reach out further to Jewish youth and lead them 
to religious Chalutziut and Aliyah 

So far as the Anglo-Jewish communily was con 
cerned, said Mr. Silverstone, the remedy for its 
ills lay in its return to. Torah-true foundations 
and in uaderstanding its position as a pnit in the 
larger entity of a Jewish people based on Eretz 
Yisrac!l. This conviction made it their communal! 
duty to bring home to Angio-Jewry, for its own 
future’s sake. the importance of a strong Yishuy 


and the Torah VaAvodah mimiterpretation of the 
Zionist message, The Mizrachi Federation had 
gone from strength to strength m the iast few 


years, duc to a considerable extent to the efforts of 
the Torah Va'Avodah movement. Referring to the 
Jewish youth. club movement, be said that Vis plan

The Council unanimously adopted a resolution 
welcoming the announcement of the formation of 
the Jewish Brigade Group, urging the organisation 
io provide a worthy contingent of volunteers, and 
calling upon the Jewish Agency to ensure that 
proper provision ts made in the Brigade for Shabbat, 
kashrut, and religious facilities. 

Mr. Joseph Cohen. Chairman of. the London 
Council, outlined the work of that Council. The 
Torah Va Avodah movement in London was one 
of the strongest youth bodies to-day. 

Mr. Leo Grosskopf, Chairman of the Provincial 
Council, spoke of its work, They had recently 
been concerned with the problem ef making pro- 
vision for older Chaverim and two groups of such 
Chaverim had now been formed in Glasgow and 
Manchester. In response to a suggestion by Mr. 
Nahum Sarna, he agreed to consider the appoint- 
ment of a full-time organiser. 

Rabbi 1. J. Unterman paid tribute to the Torah 
Va'Avodah movement for its work in the com- 
munity and in strengthening the Mizrachi Federa- 
tion and said that they looked to them as‘a 
reservow for Mizrachi development. He stressed 
the value of the study of Torah in the movement 
and urged the closest integration between them and 
the Mizrachi. Referring to the indispensable 
religious basis to the Jewish striving for nationhood, 
he severely denounced the extreme anti-religious 
left wing in the Zionist Movement, whose influence 
and activities could only bring disaster both to 
Eretz Yisrael and to Jewish youth. Rabbi Unter- 
man concluded with recollections of the early days 
of Torah Va'Avodah in Poland and of its founder 
the late Rav Shmue! Chaim Landau. 

The address was followed by a debate on the 
role of the organisation within the Mizrachi 
Federation. 
_ At the final session, Mr. Arich Handler (Fxecu- 
tive) said that Hapoel Hamizrachi now had some 
40 settlements and agricultural groups with over 
4,000 religious Chalutzim on the land. He empha- 
sised the significance of their victory at the Assefat 
Hanivcharim elections, where their vote had in- 
creased seven-fold. The religious bloc of Hapoel 
Hamizrachi and Mizrachi represented the second 
most powerful element in the new Assefa.

too In the making of man. Immediately after this sentence 
we read “ So God created man.” How are we to accour 
for the fact that the creation of man was by God, and the 
making through the aid of the Angels? The phrase “ God 
created man "’ refers to the implanting of the soul into man. 
which is only possible through God: and the sentence “ Lc‘ 
us make man” is figuratively used in describing the soul's 
activating effect in man by endowing him with the amazing 
and miraculous powers of freewill and consciousness. This 
soul is like a pure white light intercepted by a multi-coloured 
glass, giving a different colour, although the original lis! 
remains white. Thus with our divergent views and ideas 
which are not in conformity with Divine wisdom.

The average Jewish youth of to-day is mainly meerested 
in three things: dancing, the latest Betty Grable film, and 
the latest swing recording. Of course, there are a few who 
ate interested in other things as well, but these are woefully 
few and far between. Let any club organiser, for instance, 
Organise a Sabbath service—for which, of course, there is 
no charge for admission—and on the succeeding Sunday 
let him organise a dance with a charge of 2s..6d. per head for 
admission—and then see which draws the larger crowd 
lf anyone disbelieves my remarks about young Isracl’s 
lack of interest in Judaism, they have only to take incidents 
which happened during the past Holy-days, when young 
men came in round about the commencement of the Musaph 
service, put on their Tallisim, glanced laconically at their 
prayer-books, whispered animatedly to their friends, shot 
a hurried glance at the clock, took off their Tallisim, rose, 
and swiftly and noisily hurried out—not to be seen agam 
until the following year. Dr. Cohen's attitude in allowing 
young men to come “dressed-as-you-please” to his syna- 
gogue is really excellent and one which other relgious 
leaders might well emulate. But does he really mean to 
infer from this that if we make religious services more or 
less inforn:st, young Jewry will readily take Judaism to its 
heart? Somehow, 1 cannot believe that, So far as much 
of the Jewish youth of to-day is concerned, at least, Judatsm 
and all that it stands for might just as well never have 
existed. To-day, perhaps, the problem is more vital than 
at any other time in our past history, for with the majority 
of Europe’s Jewry exterminated, anid with the passing of 
the older generation, who will there be to take their place ? 
Is there then, any satisfactory method of making these 
same young men and women conscious of their responsi- 
bility? Prankly, I don't believe there is.-Mr. Harry 
Binstock, 39, Leman Street, E.1.

There is a gencra® feeling of anxiety, however, 
amongst local committees regarding poppy seliers, of whom 
at the moment there have not been nearly sufficient volun- 
teers. So many of last year’s younger helpers are now im 
the Women’s Auxiliary Services, or engaged on war work, 
and new volunteers are urgently needed to fill the gaps. We 
want at least 30,000 new helpers. We shall be most grateful 
for offers of help. even for two or three hours, and we hope 
that employers will help by encouraging members of their 
staff to volunteer and allowing them leave for a few hours 
for this purpose. Volunteers should get into touch with 
their local Poppy Day Committee or, if the address is not 
known, with Haie’s Fund, Richmond, Surrey, when the offer 
of help will be at once passed on to the local commiiticc. 
There is a particularly ureent need for helpers in the City 
and West End of London, and volunteers for these arcas 
should apply to Haig's Pund, Richmoid, Surrey, stating the 
area preferred.—Capram W. G. (Organise 
Secretary).

WORLD JEWISH CONGRESS 
Send-Off To Visitors To America 


A mectinge of the British Section of the Wo;\y 
Jewish Congress was held last week to see off ihe 
British delegation to the Emergency Conference o) 
the World Jewish Congress m America. Lad, 
Reading presided. Dr, N. Barou outlined the pro. 
gramme of the British detégation for the conference 
He said that the minimum programme for un», 
among the Jewish organjsations and groups shou\c 
be. in the opinion of the British Section, the follow. 
ing: Opposition to evacuation of Jews from Europ.. 
but at the same time no forcing back of any Jew, 
who will not wish to return to their forme; 
countries : equality of Jewish rights in all countric 
making defamation of. communities 4 crimina! 
offence: opposition to any attempt at Jispersion of 
Jewish emigration, and the opening of Palesti: « to 
Jewish immigration as the only feasible place for 
homeless Jews to go to. There will also be 
important problems of Jewish education and 
religion, On the latter point the British Section w;!! 
support a demand that Jewish religion should tx 
protected by law im all countries On all these 
points, said Dr. Barou, there were differences of 
opinion within the World Jewish Congress, but as 
it was a democratic body mt would abide by the 
decision of the maypority. 

Some days later Dr. Barou qualified his remaik. 
above by informing the J.T.A. that the ‘ 
unanimity within the Congress on all questions of 
nost-war policy. Differences of opinion exist only 
regarding technical arrangements for restitution of 
Jewish property. In regard to Palestine the Cong: ess 
supports the demand for the establishment of a 
Jewish Commonwealth,

EREN'T you all thrilled when you’ read 
recently that a Jewish Brigade Group was to 
be formed and that Jews from all counrtrics 

would be able to join it? We see’ im this the 
beginning of a new and betiter era in the history 
of our people. We Jews are all lovers of liberty 
and we are glad to be recognised publicly at last 
as one of the peoples of the Fighting Nations. It 
is a gteat pleasure to feel that there will be a 
Jewish Brigade taking an active part in the war 
under the actual name of Jew. Of course, there 
are, and have been since the war began, countless 
Jews already fighting on all fronts. 

Let us cast our minds back and see when there 
was last a Jewish army. Do you remember” Alter 
ihe year 72, when Titus had conquered Jcrusaicm 
and burnt down the Temple. the Jews were defeated 
in battle but not im spirit. In their hearts, there 
still was the wish to assert themselves once more as 
a nation. Many people had left Palestine and 
settied in foreign countries, in Babylon, Egypi, and 
North Africa, and little by little, small bodies of 
men drew together and formed plans to overthrow 
the Emperor Trajan. 

la the year 116, the Romans tried to invade 
Parthia and the Jews seized the opportunity to 
join the enemies of Rome. The Roman armies were 
defeated by the Jewish army in Libya and Egypt 
but it was: impossible for a small band of Jews to 
hope to prevail long against the overwhelming might 
of Rome and they were soon crushed. In the island 
of Cyprus also, the Jews rose against the enemy, 
and the town of Salamis, hitherto held by the 
Romans, was destroyed, But, alas, the rising was 
suppressed and the Jews were forbidden to live 
on the stand, 

The Emperor Trajan died the next year, 117, and

was succeeded by Hadrian. who rebuilt Jerusalem 
according to his Own whims, with Roman theatres 
heathen places of worship, Dut a 
promise to rebuild the Temple was not kept. The 
Jews sull went on hoping, but when they. saw there 
was Treo likelihood thei dearest wish neing 
granted, they became desperate and suddenly small 
armed. bands sprang up if all parts of Palestme, as 
you will remember from the story of Bar Kochba 
and Rabbi Akiba. Strong measures had been taken 
against all Jews found studying the Torah, and 
thousands of voung men fled afta concealed them- 
selves im the caves, where they had previously 
hidden arms, and in the mountains. The rebellion 
grew and the small groups daily added themselves 
to the. rebels, unts! Hadrian was forced to bring 
back his greatest general, Julius Severus, from 
Britain to crush the Jewish army. 

After that, ‘the dispersed Jews were unable to 
form any milttary force for many centuries to come 
In the last war. 1914-1918. however. a Jewish 
‘¥Oluntary troop, called the Zion Mule Corps, was 
recruited and as a military force it did good work 
in the Middle East and the Dardanelles for the 
Allied armics and it became absorbed later into the 
Jewish regiment known as the Judeans. which took 
part in the British conquest of Palestine from the 
Turks, . 

And now, the Jewish Brigade Group being 
formed has also largely to do with Palestine. for 
the battalions which will act as its basis are the 
Jewish battalions of the Palestine Regiment. Thus 
is our fighting history kept in continuous. touch 
with our age-long hopes for Eretz Yisrael.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Wandering Jew 


SRAEL’S wanderings may be said to have beaun 
| with the command Abraham received to leave 

hic bitth-place and his kindred in order to be a 
cource of blessing unto the families of the carth 
What befell our people during that great march 
from that time onwards until the present day is 
there for all to read in the annals of the world 
Some 550,000 of our people have found journcy’s 
Nearly 3,000,000 have been 
exterminated im recent years by the Nazi criminals. 
And the rest are trying to build their Jerusalem 
ether in Eretz Yisrael or in the lands of their 
adoption. But the wandering still goes on, and a 
aational homeland for ail our persecuted brethren 
ig still a cause for which no sacrifice can or should 
he considered too great. More and mere are learn- 
ing, to their cost, the disillusionment courted by the 
belief that “whi bene ibi patria,’ that “ my father- 
land is the country which treats me well.” 

Our thoughts pursue another trend to-day: that 
many Christians, mstead of regarding Israel's 
wanderings as a source of blessings to the nations, 
who should learn of the Jewish philosophy of life. 
ill beheve that Isracl’s homelessness is a punish- 
ment for thea rejection of the Christian saviour. 
Most. people have heard of the expression “the 
Wandering Jew,” but many do not know how the 
leeend first arose and who was the first to insinuate 
into a credulous humanity the belief thal as a result 
of Jewish supimeness in refusing to abandon their 
ancestral faith, they are doomed to move through- 
out the ages like phantoms,’ homeless, lonely, 
rejected by all and despised by the many. 


CCORDING to the great Jewish historian, 
Graciz, the legend arose in the Middle Ages, 
when Christianity suffered some shattering blows 
and needed much bolstering up against opposition. 
Fhe Reformation not only produced .an incurabic 
split in the ranks of Christianity but also called into 
existence much searching of the heart regarding the 
dogmas Of Catholicism. The misdeeds of some of 
ihe Popes, the inglorious records of the Borgias, 
and other vices committed under the cloak of 
religion led to the dissolution of monasteries and 
an entire reorganisation in Christianity. The age 
of rationalism wads born, and people asked questions 
that were very disconcerting to bishops and priests. 
One can understand, therefore, how welcome the 
legend became that a certam German bishop had 
een with his own cyes the Wandering Jew, 
Ahasuerus by name, living in a wretched hovel near 
Hamburg. After holding converse with him, the 
bishop, the story goes, learnt from his lips that 
because Ahasuerus had taunted the Christian 
saviour on his way to be crucihed, he had been 
condemned to be an cternal wanderer until the Day 
of Judement finally put an end to his muiscrics. 
This legend caught on like wildfire. At last. 
Christianity would be unassailable and the home- 
essness of tsrael would serve as a warning to .all 


whose who questioned the authenticity of the. 


Gospels. .A publisher's back got hold of the story 
in 1602 and had it distributed wholesale. It did 
not take long before it got round the whole length 
of Europe im translation and adaptation. The 
leecnd was the favourite theme in churches durim 
Faster, when the Jews used to be forcibly dragege 
to hear the harangues against their faith and when 
they heard lurid descriptions of the forlorn figure 
doomed to wander on for ever. 


NTERESTING is the impression the legend made 

on the various European nations. Thus, when 
an Armenian archbishop visited England in the 
early part of the lah century, he was asked 
by certain priests whether this legend was founded 
on truth, Not to be. daunted, the archbishop 
assured his doubting brethren that he himself 
had met the Wandering Jew in Armenia and that 
he had spoken to him. The usual fiction, but with 
one important difference. His name was no longe: 
Ahasucrus: it was now Cartaphilus. 7 

True-to its reputation as a country in which anti- 
Semitism has been developed into a science and 
practised as a. devilish occupation, Germany 
presented a picture of the Wandering Jew as a devil 
mearnate, the butt of all contumely and the target 
of the basest passions. Charaeteristic of such 
freedom-loving nations as England and France, the 
Wandering Jew was described in these countries as 
a man sipened by experience and endowed with 
wisdom, a man who had witnessed the rise and fall 
of mighty empires, who had seen the follies of 
tyrants that arose to towering heights only to be 
flung by their vices into abysmal depths. He was 
a fezure more to be respected than laughed at, more 
lo be listened to than spurned. 

The legend has always been a tempting bait to all 
writers and a godsend to those who wished to 
Preyndice Judaism in favour of the dominant faith. 

But let the nations find consolation in such pre- 
Dosterous legends. The Jew knows that he has not 
“ encroached ppen Time and exhausted | 
in order to provide a proof for the truth of another 
religion. He has survived the ages, unabated in 
Vigour and with genius not spent, m order to be “ a 
light unto the nations,” teaching them that the only 
true hfe is the obedience of God's Torah. To repay 
the debt owed by the world to Jews, they can do no 
better than help to end the homelessness of the 
Jewish people by facilitating, in every way, their 
return to Eretz Yisrael, their national homeland.

“At the conclusion of the service all members of 
the Forces were given a packet of food and a cup 
of hot coffee, which had been supplicd by the 
excellent Alhed Jewish run by the Chaplains 
This was extremely thoughtful. becausé many of 
them had travelled long distances to atiend this 
service and had to return immediaicty. 

“ Play the Game, Lads!” 

Liewt. J. Lapidus. of Manchester, writcs fron 
France : 

* We got 18 Machzors for Yom Kippur from the 
Emergency Commiitec, but they did not go very 
far among about 400 men. Anyhow, better than 
none. The service was very good indecd and at 
Yiskor the Minister asked cyeryone to stay im and 
read out the names. of all the known killed Jewrsh 
personnel. Then the whole congregation said 
Kaddish for them in unison, It was a most impres- 
sive and unforgettable scene. After the conclusion 
of Yom Kippur a few of us were invited to the 
home of a French Jewish family. We made history 
that day, as it was the first Yom Kippur service 
ever held m that town 

“The Rev. Mr. Myerson, C.F. (of Birkenhead). 
conducted the service in fine style, and led us off 
to all the traditional! tunes, and it Was amazing to 
sce how everybody joined in. It brought tcars to 
many soldiers’ cyes.. We had a Sefer Torah, and 
used an old ammunition box as an Ark, and our 
candlesticks were made out of old Discurt tins, 
but nevertheless the atmosphere was unmistakably 
Jewish. We even had a Shammas, who carried out 
his duties ig the old manner—that is, banging on 
his Machzor and shouting * Shah’ when the tak- 
ing became too toud! Later on this had very little 
eficct, so he brought the congregation to order by 
shouting. * Play the game, iads!” This had the 
desired eficct, and Neila was an object lesson. 
Everybody stood, no one sat down, and there was 
no talking After the service we ail sat’ in our 
seats, and a cup of tea and a Naafi cake was brought 
round to each of us. By the way, some of the 


lads hitched almost 100 miles to be present and. 


would have to hitch back, and quite a number 
slept all night in the hall that we used as a shool. 
Who said Judaism was not active or practised 
among the younger members of Jewry? ”

Immediate Aid For Jews In Poland 


A delegation of the United Jewish Relief Appeal 
Committee visited the First Councillor of the 
Soviet Embassy. Mr. Kukin, and discussed what 
relief could be forwarded to the hberated Jews in 
Poland in response to Dr. Sommersteim s appeal 
from Lublin. The members of the delegation were 
Dr. M. Behr, Mr. L. E. Mirkin, and Mr 
K sizer.

JERUSALEM ARTICHOKES 


JERUSALEM artichokes can be boiled, baked, fried, 
mashed, made into soup, or served in salad. They 
are also excellent with curry or cheese sauce 

To boil.—Scrub and pecl them and drop at once 
into cold water to which a littl vinegar or lemon 
substitute has been added (to prevent discolouration), 
and boil in salted water till tender (20-30 minutes). 

Or scrub the artichokes very thoroughly and boil 
in their skins till tender, then drain (reserving the 
water for soup or sauce) and remove skins. 

They can be served quite plain or with a white 
sauce, for which use half water in which they were 
boiled and half milk, or pour over a iittle meited 
margarine and sprinkle with chopped parsicy-— 
cutting the artichokes into thick slices if they are 
large 

To bake.—Parboil for 10-15 minutes, drain, and 
bake round the meat hke potatoes. 

As salad.—Dice or cut cooked artichokes into 
slices and coat with salad dressing. If preferred 
they can be mixed with an equal quantity of 
potatoes: er heap up the dressed diced artichokes 
m the centre of a bowl, sprinkle with chopped 
parsley, surround with grated raw carrot and garnish 
with tufts of watercress. 

Fritters.—Dip cold cooked artichokes in frying 
batter (if large cut in halves) and fry a golden brown. 

Chips.— Prepare and cook like potato chips. 

Purée.—Drain and mash with a littl margarine 
and mix with it about a third of its bulk mashed 


carrots.

MasH thoroughly or sieve some cooked artichokes 


add a finely grated onion and season with salt an ) 


pepper. Puyt haif this mixture into a greased pie 
dish, are with grated cheese, then add remain- 
ing purée. Sprinkle with breadcrumbs and grated 
cheese, dot with margarine, and bake in a quick 
oven till hot through and well browred.

Artichokes, 2 Ib.; a few sticks celery; one leek 
or onion; margarine, | oz.; flour, | tablespoonful ;

parsley. 

PREPARE and cut up vegetables, put in a saucepan 
with sufficient water to well cover, season and cook 
gently till vegetables are soft, then rub through a 
sieve. Melt margarine in a saucepan, stir in flour, 
then gradually add the puréed vegetables and the 
milk, stir till boiling, simmer 2 or 3 minutes, add a 
lithe chopped parsley and serve. 


Artichoke Croquettes
